‘Weather weirding’

For winter-worn Chicagoans socked by snow, ice and arctic 
winds, global warming may seem a distant fancy. 

It is not—and, in fact, that warming may be playing a role in 
this year’s relentless cold and snow, according to climate scien- 
tists. 

“The story is so much bigger than just, ‘cold around here,’ ” 
said Jennifer Francis, an atmospheric scientist at Rutgers Uni- 
versity. 

While it might seem bizarre to Americans living east of the 
Rockies, the average temperature globally over land and sea

So as the Midwest and 
East Coast were being wal- 
loped by the cold, most of 
the world experienced high- 
er-than-average monthly 
temperatures, with parts of 
South America and Africa racking up record warmth. 

The trend is consistent with climate change models, which 
suggest that the world will become warmer and wetter. 

“We're kind of outliers in terms of what happened across the 
globe in January,” NOAA climate scientist Jake Crouch said. 

Chicago’s extended cold this winter is itself a historic odd- 
ity. From Dec. 1 through Feb. 26, the average temperature 
was 18.9, marking the third-lowest average winter tempera- 
ture on record. 

In terms of extreme cold, which NOAA pegs at minus 15 or 
lower in the Chicago area, the season has also been unusually 
bitter compared with recent years. Still, temperatures have not 
been as severe as winters in the 20th century. 

O’Hare, for example, recorded 16 below zero on Jan. 6, a low 
reached only one other time in the past 14 years, when O’Hare 
recorded 18 below zero on Jan. 16, 2009. In the ’60s, ’70s, 80s 
and ’9os, however, it was not that uncommon to have multiple 
days drop to minus 15 or lower over the course of a winter, ac- 
cording to NOAA data. 

Since extreme cold outbreaks have become less common, 
when they do happen they seem more intense, Crouch said. 

“It is more of a perception issue,” he said. 

That Chicago is now slogging through its fifth-snowiest win- 
ter on record is also not entirely surprising, according to climate 
change models. 

“We don’t expect our winters to get any less snowy for a long 
time,” said Katharine Hayhoe, director of the climate science

center at Texas Tech University and lead author of a 2010 pa- 
per assessing the effects of climate change on Chicago and the 
Great Lakes. 

Hayhoe likened climate change being described as “global 
warming” to the parable of the blind men and the elephant. 
In that story, the men touch different portions of the ani- 
mal to understand what it is and come away in complete dis- 
agreement. 

“We have a global issue that each one of us is experiencing 
differently at the local level where we live,” she said. “Global 
warming is a symptom of climate change, but for most of us, 
global warming—the warming of the entire planet—is not 
the symptom we see. The symptom we see is often more like 
weather weirding.”

marked by more rain or stronger hurricanes, while others 
may become hotter and drier. 

NOAA scientists are evaluating whether climate change 
had anything to do with the late fall tornadoes that tore 
through Illinois and the Midwest last year. 

Although climate models predict an increase in temperatures 
and moisture, which could lead to more late-season tornadoes, 
they also predict a decrease in wind shear, Crouch said. 

Scientists also have been exploring to what extent climate 
change may be involved in the arctic air outbreaks buffeting 
the US. 

“Our results suggest that we are going to have more persis- 
tent weather patterns,” Francis said. “Could be cold hanging 
out for a long time, or warm hanging out for a long time, or 
rainy or dry. It depends.”

PHOTOS BY HILARY,HIGGINS FOR REDEYE i [ | iia a | ZS a 


TAKE YOUR TASTE BUDS 
ON A EUROPEAN VACATION

Despite her love of Basque and Normandy ciders, 
Vera’s beverage director Liz Mendez doesn’t 
recommend them to cider newbies. 

“You would never take your friend out for sushi 
for the first time and have them try uni and roe,” 
Mendez said. “You're going to give them tempura 
and California roll to ease them into it so they'll go 


out for sushi with you again.” 

Yes, European ciders are the uni of the hard cider 
world—a delicacy for some but a bit, well, weird for the 
uninitiated. As the category of cider continues to grow, 
though, more enthusiasts are looking for flavors beyond 
the sweet carbonation of Strongbow or Angry Orchard. 
That search leads them straight to European-style cider. 

“Americans’ flavor palates are changing,” said Brian 
Rutzen, cider director at The Northman, Chicago’s first 
cider bar, which is set to open this summer in Raven- 
swood. “They’re becoming more adventurous, more will- 
ing to take a chance. Spanish cider is for the adventurous. 
It’s something that really speaks to its locale.” 

That’s a polite way of saying that Normandy, Italian 
and especially Basque ciders can taste ... earthy. Mendez 
uses the word “mushroomy” to talk about the funky 
flavor of unfiltered, cloudy Spanish ciders. 

But despite how different these ciders taste from their 
English or American counterparts, there are plenty of 
reasons cider fans love them. From the sparkling, dry 
crispness of a Normandy cider to the pleasant acidity of a 
Spanish cider, European styles appeal to drinkers looking 
for an alternative to sweet varieties. If you enjoy cider in 
general, Rutzen said, you should at least give these bottles 
a try. 

“Tt’s not like doing a malort shot,” Rutzen said. “It’s 
certainly not so intense that you wouldn't enjoy the expe- 
rience. A lot of times, it’s about the setting, the food, the 
performance of pouring it. That can have a big impact on 
the taste.” 

While English and American ciders traditionally are 
served in pint glasses, you might see a sparkling French 
cider served in a champagne flute, or a Basque cider in a 
water glass. It’s not pretension; these ciders’ flavors open 
up only when aerated and served in proper glassware. 

“That may be why people don’t necessarily like some

of these ciders, because they’re not in the 
right type of glass or they’re not poured 
right,” Mendez said. To give guests the best 
experience, Mendez busts out the porron, 

a type of glass pitcher that’s designed solely 
for serving Spanish ciders. Pouring the cider 
from the porron at a height—as much as 
three feet from the glass — takes steady aim, 
but it opens up the apple flavors and helps 
distribute sediment that is a hallmark of 
unfiltered cider. 

While these ciders—and their impressive- 
looking vessels — have their roots firmly 
in European tradition, local cider makers 
are trying their hands at these styles, too. 
Michigan-based Virtue Cider, headed by 
Goose Island alumnus Greg Hall, makes a 
Spanish-style cider called Sidra de Nava as 
well as three French-style ciders, Perche- 
ron, Cidre Nouveau and Lapinette. Long 
Grove, IlL-based Prima Cider also produces 
a sparkling cider called Prima Brut, which is 
created in the French traditional method and 
then aged for two years to allow its flavors to 
develop. 

“People are starting to realize there are 
different styles of cider,” said Erich Bertsche, 
son of Prima’s founder, Richard Bertsche, 
who has been making cider for 30 years. 
“They actively search them out now.”

deep analysis. Instead, 
“Kids for Cash” fo- 
cuses exclusively on Pennsylvania judge Mark 
Ciavarella, who became the centerpiece of a 
late~’oos scandal after he locked up countless 
minors for minor offenses and appeared to 
accept a kickback for creating and filling a 
new juvenile detention facility. He was labeled 
the “Kids for Cash” judge, a tag the public and 
media unsurprisingly latched onto quickly. 

What makes first-time filmmaker Robert 
May’s doc compelling is that there’s a lot more 
to the story, and in it a staggeringly ironic case 
of misinformed blanket judgment about a 
man who did the exact same thing. The film 
features interviews with some of the Luzerne 
County kids, sent away for years even though 
their offenses were often nothing more than 
posting a fake Myspace page or a petty fight 
during gym class. Ciavarella ran on a platform 
of merciless penalties for juvenile offenders, 
believing in the wake of the 1999 Columbine 
tragedy that troublemakers who come into 
his courtroom should face zero-tolerance 
policies.

Less disturbing than the ethical viola- 
tions May identifies regarding Ciavarella and 
another allegedly crooked judge is the notion 
that kids who aren't violent will come out 
with a greater inclination toward violence and 
minimal chance of returning to school. May 
raises a lot of big issues, several of which are 
only glanced at or left totally unexplored. (He 
also includes far too many shots of his young 
subjects when they were younger, driving 
home that they’re kids.) The term “mental 
health” isn’t uttered once, and the larger issue 
of a rise in minors’ violent activity deserves 
more attention. 

Plus, surely there were some kids Ciavarella 
sent away who deserved harsh punishment. 
What’s to be done with them? These are is- 
sues more worthy of discussion than thoughts 
from people at Tony’s Diner— including a 
cook wearing a shirt that says, “I ate the ‘Fat 
Bastard’ at Tony’s.” 

Yet the film also is an interesting dissection 
of the difference between correlation and 
causation and the tendency to indict someone 
at face value. That type of knee-jerk reaction 
is its own brand of scary.

Liam Neeson officially has become the go-to 
protector for Americans in hostile, isolated 
locations. Soon the action star probably will 
tunnel into Mexico to rescue his niece from a 
gang of kidnapper squirrels. 

Wait. I didn’t see “The Nut Job,” the 
animated flick in which Neeson voiced a rac- 
coon. If that’s what happened, please let me 
know so I can catch up. 

Something you can wait on or skip entirely 
is “Non-Stop,” which might have been an 
unsettling thriller of security concerns in a 
post-9/11 world—if it made sense. Neeson 
plays federal air marshal Bill Marks, who of 
course has a drinking problem and fear of 
takeoffs. Neeson heroes are relentless but 
not invulnerable, people.

On a non-stop flight from New York to 
London—the premise doesn’t work if the 
plane stops in Philly— Bill receives texts 
from an unidentified passenger claiming that 
someone on board will die every 20 minutes 
until $150 million has been transferred. This 
might be a fun situation with a few auto- 
correct errors (“I need more limes!”) or added 
tension once Bill, suddenly the prime suspect, 
discovers the killer’s account is in his name. 

Despite his weaknesses and debatable 
problem-solving tactics, this guy doesn’t 
have two sides like Neeson’s Good Cop/Bad 
Cop in “The Lego Movie.” Bill is an ineffec- 
tive peacekeeper and a blatantly temporary 
victim in “Non-Stop,” which co-stars Julianne 
Moore and Lupita Nyong’o (“12 Years a 
Slave”) and is helmed by Jaume Collet-Serra, 
who also directed Neeson in the even more 
ridiculous “Unknown.” This flick also recalls 


the likewise forgettable “Red Eye” and 
“Flightplan” —just add popcorn for a mini- 
film fest of rentable, plane-related entertain- 


ment that’s not as smart or scary as you hope. 


Did I play mental hopscotch with the 
suspects, imagining possible motives? Of 
course. The enjoyment in a movie like this 
comes from wondering what’s going on (not 
from the massive quantity of characters ask-

ing what’s going on). Seeing it at the end of a 
long day puts your brain in the proper snooze 
mode of limited judgment. 

Still, “Non-Stop” involves countless plot 
holes and vague topicality that’s tossed in in- 
stead of deconstructed. If you’re going to try 
to make a statement with a PG-13-rated Liam 
Neeson thriller, just make the statement, 
“Don't [bleep] with Liam Neeson, chump.”

avoiding Vegas because of how much work 
he’d have to do there troublingly suggests 
he hasn’t fully considered the responsibility 
behind his powers. 

I’m not advocating another somber 
superhero tale where the dude with the 
skills grumbles about his crummy social 
life. But writer-director Stephen Sommers 
(“The Mummy”), adapting Dean Koontz’s 
novel, emphasizes lame CGI while showing 
no interest in the story’s wrinkles. It’s cool 
that Chief Porter (Willem Dafoe) embraces 
Odd’s abilities and how they can help the 
community. So why, when Odd insists a di- 
saster is imminent, does the cop act like he’s 
annoyed to be taken away from cuddle time 
with his wife? Sommers has no idea how 
to craft a mystery or mythology, with way 


too much sometimes-irrelevant backstory 
explained in voiceover and characters intro- 
duced conspicuously enough for any viewer 
to feel like a master detective. Though I did 
not expect a one-scene, pointless appear- 
ance by Patton Oswalt—surprise! 

It goes without saying that a blend of 
supernatural fantasy (feebly attempting to 
launch a franchise) and an all-too-real threat 
of a shooting in a very public place doesn’t

go down easy. The shallow, casual explana- 
tion of motive in “Odd Thomas” is patently 
offensive and a sharp dip for a film that 
generally spends its running time hover- 
ing around obnoxious disposability. “If I’m 
caught, ’ll either be arrested for murder 

or rolling what looks like the biggest joint 
ever,” Odd notes while wrapping up a body. 
And this is why his parents didn’t name him 
Funny Thomas.

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Working from two sets of cards listing ev- 
ery possible winner in every category, the two 
PricewaterhouseCoopers partners who lead the 
Oscar ballot team prepare and seal two sets of enve- 
lopes bearing the names of the winners. They then 
destroy all the cards with the names of the nominees 
who didn’t win. 

The PwC reps also memorize all the winners, in the 
event that something happens to the envelopes. 

The PwC partners have strict instructions to walk 
on stage and stop the show if an incorrect winner is 

ever announced. 


Every nominee officially gets two seats to the 
Oscar show, but negotiations take place that result in 
some nominees receiving more than two. 

Nominees in the lower-visibility categories typically 
are seated near each other, so one or two camera 
crews can cover all potential winners. In the acting 
categories, nominees are spread out, and a different 
camera crew assigned to each one.

Oscar statuettes are shipped 
in Styrofoam containers. Once 
they’re removed, the Styrofoam 
is broken into pieces, so no- 
body can fish a makeshift Oscar 
mold out of the Dolby Theatre 
dumpster. 

The Academy makes sure that 
enough Oscar statuettes are on 
hand to cover the most possible 
winners in every category. (If 
Gravity or Nebraska wins best 
picture, they'll need two Oscars 
for the two producers, but if 12 
Years a Slave wins, they’ll need 
five.) 

This year, the maximum num- 
ber of Oscars that can be given 
out in all 24 categories, barring 
ties, is 70, and the minimum is 
48. 

No trophy presenter is ever 
asked to carry more than 
two Oscars at the same time. 
Additional presenters are en- 
listed in the case of more than 
two winners. 

Nameplates for all potential 
winners are prepared ahead of 
time, and the ones bearing the 
names of losers are destroyed. 
The winners’ nameplates are 
taken to a special station, where 
Oscar recipients can bring their 
statuettes to have their plates 

affixed. 


PwC also prepares five com- 
plete sets of envelopes, one with 
each possible winner, to use dur- 
ing rehearsals. None of the Oscar 
staffers know which “winners’” 
names are in any particular re- 
hearsal envelope. 

When stars show up to re- 
hearse their lines (which typi- 
cally happens the day before 
the Oscar show, sometimes 
called “star day”), they are asked 
to open a rehearsal envelope 
and read whatever “winner” is 
named inside. Some celebrity 
presenters invariably balk at the 
idea of reading a real nominee’s 
name. 

Dummy Oscar statues made 
out of plaster are used during 
rehearsals. 

The Oscar show has a dress 
rehearsal (with hosts and musical 
performers, but not the present- 
ers) the night before the Oscars, 
and a full-show run-through 
around noon the day of the show.
